A highly successful Junior-Senior Prom, for which the gymnasium was transformed into glit- 
tering Parisian sidewalk cafes and night spots, climaxed the year’s activities.

A highlight of our Senior Year was the presentation of “The Gold Flame”, a mystery comedy 
by Edward E. Rose, under the capable direction of Mr. C. C. Lipscomb. The superior cast included 
Patricia Davis, Dorothy Anderson, Clarence Parker, Elbert Green, Mildred Parks, Lois McCullom, 
and Isiah Wilson, with Elsie Scott and Shirley Pretty as alternates. We feel that Mildred Parks, 
Clarence Parker and Edward Penn deserve special commendation for their fine performances not 
only in the senior play but also in other plays presented by the Dramatics Department.
